hundred e:ghteen. Almost all the increase has cc.me in 
the six grades of the Jocal schools and has been in large 


part due to a few shifting families which have already gone 
to other towns. The proportion of Stratham pupils who 
enter high school is large, as compared with that of the 


majority of districts, and the cost of this service 1s a. con- 
siderable item. The provision of high school tuition by 
every school district is, of course, required by !aw, but 
if it were not I assume that no one would question its 


value in the education of our youth. 
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The statistics recorded in Table II give a concrete his: 
tory of the local schools during the last fifteen years and 
are inserted here for the purpose of comparison of one 
year with another by any who may be interested. The 
column of “percents of attendance’, for instance, indicate 
years of epidemic diseases, and cold, stormy winters The 
column of “total pupils” indicates a large range in vearlv 
enrollments. The column of “visits by others” J think 
is indicative of a renewed parental intcrest. 


Table III, below, shows the statistics of our local schools 
for the year which ended last. June 30: 


It tells indirectly of the way sickness and bad weathe-: 
can affect attendance, which item varies over six percent 
from low to high. We rarely have anything for a truant 
officer to do. Almost all parents are eager to send their 
children to school when it is possible to do so; considering 
all the circumstances the attendance last year was satisfac- 
tory table 1V belowisupplements Table III.

I spoke last year-of the need of more light and a better 
arrangement of light in three of our school houses. The 
need is still urgent in the Ridge School; since there 1s a 
small number of pupils in each of the other schools it is 
possible to group them on one side of the room and thus 
secure standard light. This cannot be done in the Ridge 
School. In addition to that, much light there is shut off in 
the spring and fall by trees. 

The school plants, as a whole, are in the best condition 
I have ever known them. Your cooperation with the en- 
thusiastic interest in the Parent-Teacher Association and 
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its work for the happiness and well being of the pupils has 
meant much to the children. Many families are represent- 
ed in the Parent-Teacher Association and their interest is 
gratifying. 

The work of the teachers during the past year has been 
of the same fine quality as formerly. This is a group hav- 
ing mature experience, considerable service together and 
they are efficient in accomplishment. They prepare and plan 
their work carefully, they teach skilfully, and their good 
results are shown in those who attend higher schools. The
